Thorne appeated - against. the 
severity of the sentence passed 
on him by Mr d'Almeda at 
Central on May 2+ He sald 
that what he did was not 4 
deliberate deception. 


Thorne sald he had lived o 
life of misery with his wity 
and her family. They did not 
like him and were always try- 
ing to pick quarrels with him. 
It fot on his nerves so much 
thet he told them he would 
Join’ the. Navy to get away. 
They taunted him that he had 
not. the puts to Join, but ho 
Jolned up in January, 1040. 

He was ut the evacuation of 
St Nazaire’ ond Inter his ship 
was sunk, said Thorne, describ. 
ing it as a nightmare. Ho war 
put on another ship going to. 
Ceylon, . which, after passing 
Freetown, was sunk by two 


submarines. 

‘Thorne described his ex- 
perience of 11 hours In shark- 
infested waters hanging on to 
nn ‘oar. He was eventually 
picked up by a naval patro) 
ship, taken on bonrd the hos- 
pital ship, Oxfordshire, and 
three months loter invalided 
home. 

Thorne sald he did not wish to 
leave the Navy so he told them 
he wos all right, but at times 
he suffered severe headaches 
nnd blank ‘mornents. When his 
wife told him that she had 
been on Sntimate terms with 
his brother, it “practically 
finished” him. ? 

“Y-have no love for my wife. 
She promised, to go through 
with divorce, but she hag 
been playing with me like a 
eat does a mouse,” Thorne 
stated. . 

MARRIED “IN A DREAM” 

He went on to describe how 
he met his second wife while 
shopping In Hongkong saying 
that after a while both of them 
realised they loved. each other, 
and before he realised it he had 
made a statement for marriage. 
He realised his mistake when he 
was out on ao cruise, but .his 
ship returned only n day before 
the marriage and he did not 
have the heart to tell the girl 
becnuse she was so happy.

Thorne said he himself

Although =omnaximum — and 
minimum ‘prices are fixed for 
ench of the four yenrs of the 
pact, transactions outside the 
agreed range of prices will be 
entirely free, but wlll not count 
foward fulfilment of the agreed 
quotas under the Treaty. :
